, EMBERS OF THE FOURTH ESTATE 
seldom make much money, 
/ but we who occupy this low 


station occasionally draw an _ assign- 
ment so gratifying that for weeks 
afterward we openly sneer at bank 
presidents. Such a gem of inspiration 
and fun was my trip to sea with the 
air force in Operation P P 1. 

All I knew when I left the Port of 
Palm Beach was the bare outline of our 
project. I would be in an air force crash 
boat with air force crew; we would 
rendezvous with a B-29 from PBIA 
carrying rescue equipment; the outfit 
was part of Maxwell Field’s 48th Air 
Rescue Squadron. 

At Peanut Island Coast Guard base, 
where I went on board the sixty-three 
foot crash boat, I could see the makings 
of a big deal. Motion picture cameras 
dominated fore and aft decks to photo- 
graph each smoke bomb and survival 
equipment drop. Reginald Lyons and 
James Fairweather, civilian photogra- 
phers who grind their movie cameras 
exclusively for the air force, told me 
that a third camera, manned by Mickey 
Alwood, was mounted in the B-29. 
These gentlemen would send their com- 
bined footage to ACPS at Wright Field 
for processing and editing into a spec- 
tacle calculated to make Pentagon ex- 
perts forget Marilyn Monroe. 

The air force, true to its reputation 
for versatility, had come up with some 
excellent sailors. As our crash boat 
proudly cut through roughening water 
outside the inlet there came, faintly at 
first, then stronger by the minute, a 
nauseous burnt-rubber odor. I suspect- 
ed the cigar I had seen clamped in the 
jaws of an intrepid airman, until I dis- 
covered he was forward and the smoke 
was coming from behind. 

My next thought was: 

“Now that’s real thoughtful of the 
air force to arrange an actual sea res- 
cue for me.” 

One mental double-take later I was 
asking, urgently: “WHERE IS THAT 
B-29?” 

Up from the engine room popped a 
Viking-type to announce, “Cracked 
manifold. From here out we’re on one 
screw.” 

Apparently, unlike the navy, the air 
force can do as well on one as two be- 
cause I saw no lessening of speed or 
maneuverability in crash boat R-2-1219. 
From time to time the Viking emerged

to gently remind the harassed helms- 
man of our partially crippled condition, 
but Captain William Leinbach, in 
charge of the mission, was closer to the 
helmsman and we continued to come 
about and run as though we had power 
to spare. 

About five miles off the coast of 
Palm Beach, winter playground of the 
Daddy Warbucks crowd, we waited for 
the flashing wings of our B-29 to signal 
time for the main event. Until then it 
had been duck soup for all save en- 
gineer, helmsman and T-Sgt. Fred A. 
Smith, still photographer. The ser- 
geant’s main concern was that I might 
get seasick. I wasn’t about to get sea- 
sick in such congenial atmosphere, glor- 
ious sunshine and temporary monopoly 
on a dozen attractive men. 

Out of the west roared our mission- 
companion, the sleek and efficient B-29. 
Radio communication between ship and 
plane established, we were ready to 
begin. Out of his pocket came Captain 
Leinbach’s little black book. His supe- 
riors will be happy to learn that it is 
filled—with data on air speed, wind di- 
rection, altitude of plane when dropping 
smoke bomb, altitude of plane when 
dropping equipment. 

From the long trial and error grind, 


first over Lake Okeechobee, then the At- 
lantic Ocean, information was being 
amassed to give future sea rescue mis- 
sions exact procedure for life-saving 
drops. 

With an orange colored six-man life 
raft for target the B-29 swept majesti- 
cally past and dropped a smoke bomb— 
carton filled with chemical. In a minute 
water action on the chemical had re- 
sulted in a plume of smoke lying just 
above the wave tops, giving location 
and wind direction. I thought the bomb 
drop was perfect, but Captain Leinbach 
shook his head gloomily. It was about 
sixty feet from the tiny target. 

The big plane swung low on the hori- 
zon and came back for the rescue equip- 
ment drop. From the bomb bay spewed 
five objects linked by rope. Two twenty- 
man reversible life rafts inflated when 
they hit the water; three survival kits 
containing tarp, first aid kit, emergency 
rations, fishing gear and water—enough 
sustenance equipment for forty-eight 
hours—bobbed on their ropes. Survival 
gear and rafts formed a U-shape around 
the target and downwind, so that even 
a badly injured man in the water would 
drift to rescue gear. 

I thought the drop was flawless, and 
turned enthusiastically to Captain Lein- 
bach with words of praise. He shook 
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his head. ‘“‘Just a second too late,” he 
pronounced with marked disapproval. 

“Bro-ther, is this guy hard to 
please,” I thought; later realizing that 
many lives may depend on the exacti- 
tude with which these tests are made. 

Four smoke bomb and four equip- 
ment drops were made. The first three 
placed equipment downwind of target, 
then the fourth was made upwind, just 
to test efficacy of previous conclusions. 

What a boon to airman or civilian 
victim of an accident at sea—a solitary 
figure in his Mae West floating helpless 
in an unfriendly world of water. The 
Good Lord willing he will be found in 
a matter of hours. If he is located by 
spotters flying the B-29 search pattern 
he has only a few minutes to wait for 
life saving equipment sufficient to keep 
him in comparative comfort until a ship 
can reach his side. Should he and sev- 
eral buddies be already ensconced in one 
of the life rafts carried by MATS and 
SAC planes, an A-3 lifeboat, all-metal, 
self righting, self-bailing and motor- 
ized, can be dropped to them by para- 
chute. A-3’s will range up to nine hun- 
dred miles if necessary. 

There in the choppy sea off Palm 
Beach, I decided I wouldn’t mind being 
shipwrecked at all, with the air force 
in charge of finding me.

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Weather Bureau 


NE UNITED STATES government 
GE irre few taxpayers would 

vote to abolish is the weather 
bureau. The numerous services provided 
by the men and women who watch the 
cumulus accumulate cost each citizen of 
this country between sixteen and seven- 
ten cents annually. Yachtsmen, those 
who use their executive aircraft for hur- 
ried trips and fishing enthusiasts are 
particularly intent on weather reports; 
but the hostess planning a garden party 
is interested, too, in what cooperation 
she can expect from the elements. 

In order to answer numerous calls 
and provide weather information, the 
local weather bureau office, located at 
Palm Beach International Airport, 
takes two complete observations per 
hour, during normal activity of the ele- 
ments, and more frequent ones during 
periods of storm activity or threat. 
One of the hourly readings is for local 
weather condition information, and the 
other for transmission to other bureaus 
throughout the country. 

Prediction, short or long range, is 
possible only through the cooperation of 
bureaus in the rest of the world. From 
far distant stations comes word that a 
weather trend is changing. On the basis 
of these reports, and past experience, a 
national weather picture emerges in 
long-range form. With the tight net- 
work of stations in frozen northern out- 
posts and steamy Pacific atolls, it is 
virtually impossible for a major weather 
front to sneak up on the mainland of 
the United States unnoticed. 

After a weather picture has formed 
across the country, Florida tempera- 
tures and the behavior of winds over 
the peninsula are not too difficult to 
predict. Because of its southerly loca- 
tion and marine influences the Palm 
Beach area has a very equitable climate. 
Cold continental air must either travel 
over water or must flow down the penin- 
sula land mass to reach here. In either 
case its severe aspect is appreciably 
modified. 

Summer heat in the Palm Beaches 
is tempered, too, by the moderate Gulf 
Stream; and summer weather behavior 
is more easily predicted than winter. 
Hurricanes, however, can upset any 
normal pattern of behavior, and cause 
weathermen to lose self-confidence for 
days afterward. The big storms some- 
times form in areas where weather sta- 
tions and ships are infrequent, and their 
courses are apt to be eccentric to say 
the very least. 

Once spotted, a baby hurricane is 
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tracked with all the resources of weath- 
er stations, Navy hurricane hunting 
planes and ships. They are carefully 
analyzed and their possible forward 
movement cautiously predicted; but no 
experienced weather-watcher will make 
any bets as to a hurricane’s path. 

Only a few years ago a full grown 
hurricane was “lost”? over the Ever- 
glades region for several suspenseful 
hours. To the credit of the men who risk 
their lives and go without sleep for days 
at a time to watch the big blows and 
warn the populace ahead of them, that 
was an unusual occurance. 

During hurricane season a special 
teletype circuit is kept open among the 
Gulf Coast states, and South Atlantic 
states. The circuits are used to transmit 
all observations including the latest 
news from Caribbean outposts, South 
America and ships and planes at sea. 


Normal Palm Beach temperatures 
for each month, according to the weath- 
er bureau, are as follows: January 67; 
February 67.7; March 70; April 73.8; 
May 77.1; June 80.6; July 82; August 
82.2; September 81.2; October 77.6; 
November 71.7 and December 68.7. The 
average annual temperature for the 
resort is 75 degrees. 

Normal rainfall for the area is 61.72 
inches, of which the majority falls in 
summer and fall. September averages 
highest, with 9.12 inches its normal 
precipitation. Precipitation will persist 
in rearing its damp head, however, on 
the days when important golf and polo 
games, tennis matches, fishing tourna- 
ments and garden parties depend on 
sunny weather. The weather-men do 
their best to warn vacationing sports- 
amen and party-givers, without one hun- 
dred per cent success. 

Flying weather is usually so good in 
the Palm Beach area that it is the rare 
winter day when sports and executive 
planes have to wait more than a few 
hours before taking off for other vaca- 
tion centers. When the plane is headed 
north or west, the weather picture 
ahead is very important, and that is 
when a full report is sometimes a mat- 
ter of life or death to the pilot and pas- 
sengers in private planes. Were he not 
able to learn when he files his flight 
pattern, what to expect enroute and at 
the point of landing, few pilots would 
brave northern trips, especially in the 
month of March. 

Even though the most dedicated 
weather bureau employee cannot change 
the course of the elements, he is a 
mighty handy man to have around, 
especially at a cost of sixteen to seven- 
teen cents a day.

On the following day the ‘‘Mystic” broke out a bulletin 
on the progress of all Glendennings — The red-and-blue, 


yellow-and-blue and black-yellow-blue-and-red of E D Z, or 
“crew all well”. A week later, when the youngest yachtsman 
came home to the “Mystic” from the hospital, signals read 
E D X, or “crew all on board”’. 

Flag etiquette requires that signals and yacht club 
burgees be displayed with exactitude. If the beholder knows 
his flag etiquette, and the captain is equally well informed, 
the doings on board a yacht are easily read. 

A glance at the bow will tell the club to which a yacht 
owner belongs, and here, in the field of club burgees, imagina- 
tion has run riot. From the smartly simple black and white 
of the Bar Harbor Yacht Club to the curly-tailed whale in blue 
on a white field and red border of the Southern Massachu- 
setts Yacht Racing Association, very nearly every color in the 
spectrum and every design of ancient or modern origin is 
in use, 

Palm Beach has a palm tree, naturally,-on a white 
ground with red border; Midwest Collegiate Sailing Associa- 
tion an initialed wheel in white on red and blue. Palmer’s 


Cove is designated by a witch astride broomstick in white, 
and white stars, on blue. Bahia-Mar shows a palm tree in 
red, and curling waves, on white. Royal Bermuda is starkly 
blue with a crown. Crescent is represented by a black cres- 
cent on red. Duck Island has a blue duck flying on a white 
ground with red border. There are three hundred and thirty- 
six in all. 


Private signals of yachtsmen run into the thousands, 
and display imagination surpassing that of hat designers. 
Regularly flown are standard flags denoting owner absent, 
owner’s meals, guests on board but owner absent, and crew’s 
meals, and each is governed by seven positions according to 
time of day and number of masts. 


Most beautiful of all the flags flown from a yacht are, 
of course, the national flags. To a citizen of the United 
States, the most thrilling sight along the docks, and at sea is 
the brilliant red, white and blue of his nation. Yacht owners 
and captains take meticulous care of their flags, and nowhere 
is Old Glory shown to better advantage than against a back- 
ground of blue sky, and the trim, perfectly cared for yachts. 
Many other national flags appear in local waters, and never 
fail to bring a catch in the breath of the people who grew up 
under their protection, but it is the rows of United States of 
America and U. S. Yacht ensigns that provide a feeling of 
solidarity and safety. 

Dr. Armand Hammer has changed the name of his well- 
known “Lansdowne” to “Shadow Isle.’”’ Previous names of 
the seventy-five foot yacht have been ‘‘Kooyong III” and 
“Alida.” Whether the name change was ill-advised is still an 
open question, but shortly after it was made, Captain Neil 
Cosgrove broke two bones in his foot and cut his leg in an 
accident aboard the yacht.

Ee HE FIRST SHOWING IN AMERICA of Andre Tellier, a 
Qs 


Tellier casts a lasting spell for he is, above all else a 
revealer. 


To Andre Tellier space appears as a subject matter of 
and in itself. He sees space directly, not as a modification of 
proximate reality brought about by the obscurities of atmo- 
sphere. Rather, Tellier sees space as a reality, crystalline or 
fluid, revealed or exalted by receding planes. 


Distance, in the wonderfully strong (and never brutal) 
paintings of Andre Tellier serves to define the present reality 
of space by a magic that defies analysis. With a predilection 
for landscapes seen from heights, landscapes that are also 
seascapes—land and sea married in a serenity of power— 
Tellier’s vision soars above land or sea in a freedom of tri- 
umphant flight. 


When, in other moods, Tellier admits limitations to his 
view of space, it is merely to examine with greater care the 
nature of this prismatic fluid which his eye drinks in with 
delectation and which he reveals as the habitation of thought 
and wonder. 


For Tellier has a magic touch, he frees his beholder even 
when proposing to him the seeming confines of a harbor 
closed in by the dwellings of man. To Andre Tellier alive to 
the marvels of permanent space, a crystal sea of perception, 
can, clearly, never be confined. What it touches and fills can 
never be confining. At least, that is the revelation that this 
artist accomplishes in nearly every one of his works, whether 
oil or gouache, 


Technically—for since this message is achieved by means 
of pigment one must, however reluctantly, speak of technique 
—Andre Tellier is equally in command of either medium. His 
handling of gouache does not, as so frequently happens, ap- 
pear a lesser form of art, less expressive or less explicit than 
an oil. Rather, in all that he does his vision has such vigor 
and his eloquence is such that the medium serves, remains 
subordinate to perception and never obtrudes upon the be- 
holder. This gift is that of the master and derives from and 
bespeaks the primacy of mind. 

On view at the Worth Avenue Gallery will be an opulent 
selection of the Tellier manner, which, as remarkable as his 
technical feats are is not so much a manner of painting as 
a manner of seeing. 

There is, for instance that ‘‘Cefalu,” vibrant, animated, 
a human world of serenity, silent or, rather, hushed by some 
breath of deep expectancy, some breeze across the threshold 
of promise. Tellier here shows himself a colorist, not a man- 
ipulator of pigment. He harmonizes pinks and golds places 
them against exalting blues, builds these subdued tints into 
structures of power and makes explicit those receding planes 
of his by a sorcery of line within, as if imbedded, as if artic- 
ulated a bony structure necessary to the realities he portrays. 

There is that “Calvi, Corsica” of Tellier’s with its vigor 
of discovered distances, the giant pacings that, step by step, 
reveal this spatial element in which we live or which we 
recognize as our habitat while under the artist’s spell. 


In another mood Tellier takes us to “Porspoder Harbor,” 
where, in a small format, he builds with pearls on seas of 


opalescence. And always, the recurrent theme, the solids of 
earth becoming distance rather than dissolved by the fluid 
of distance. 

By now it should be clear that to this writer Andre Tel- 
lier seems a poet whose genuine accomplishments as a painter 
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“AUTUMN” A RICHLY VIBRANT COMPOSITION OF WARM BRILLIANCE, REVEALING THE BOLD GIFTS OF A SENSITIVE FRENCH PAINTER, ANDRE TELLIER. 


As a poet of the beckoning horizons of field and sea, Andre Tellier remains one in his paintings, as in this ‘‘Nicosia, Sicily,"’ that geometry, literally, means a measuring 
of earth, something this artist accomplishes with a sensitive power of perception of form and color and light. 


are nevertheless quite subordinate to his abilities as a trans- 
figurator of the real or a revealer of reality which our dis- 
belief makes to appear pedestrian. 


In that magical ‘‘Porspoder before Sunrise,” for instance, 
Tellier creates above a sea of vibrant greens a town all shim- 
mered in the nascent light, beside, beyond gilding sands. And 
these, brought near, alive, by lines of structure, suggested, 
beneath a sky still laden with the weighty secrets of the 
MUKA CHI 5» 

“Porspoder, Night,” is a typical Tellier also: Rocks as 
affirmations, defiant of the sea or gateways open wide to 
skies that soar from magic mergings with the sea above 
lands of somnolence or deep repose, laid out as carpets for 
the step of thought. 

The nearest thing to violence is in the “Cefalu, High 
Noon,” where Tellier’s palette, impassioned by the sun, has 
sought brave yellows to strive with blues and browns vibrant 
in unusual light. 

Here we see and feel the power of earth-bound dwellings 
rising, as if in protesting aspiration above abandoned seas 
and vying with the cliffs beyond—for to Tellier there is 
always a beyond to any plane. 


With a similar subject, “Cefalu, Evening,’ we are 
brought to another moment of silence, as boats float into a 
reticent city of the soul, stilled, seemingly by warm familiar- 
ity, to leave unspoken queries to a present fate. 

Inspired by this enriching theme, Tellier in his ‘Dawn, 
Cefalu,” returns to a harbor where the houses, still unopened 
to the shafts of day, breathe the quiet expectancy of sails 
raised to greet the breeze while shade beyond still murmurs 
of the night. 

And again, “The Return of the Fishing Boats (Cefalu)”’ 
uses this pointed rising of the sails, here, replete with mes- 
sages of space from which, withdrawing to familiar safety, 
they bring some cargo of discovery. 

Tellier’s special gifts are not confined to landscape as 
the walls of the Worth Avenue Gallery clearly reveal. Land- 
scape is, however, his obvious predilection. 

In his “Porspoder, Brittany,” as from a magic carpet or 
carried on the vigorous wings of some Pegasus of the inner 
eye, Tellier creates compelling density, solid in translucent 
space, again, as if atmosphere, instead of shrouding planes 
in appearances other than their own, was exalted by them 
into a revelation of progression. 


““COLLIOURE”’ by Andre Tellier, included in the Worth Avenue Gallery showing, is another example of the artist's special gift of expressing distance—and the subtleties 
of distance—by powerful means whose secret magic remains entire even after careful examination and study. 


Opalescence gleams on distant waters and then seems 
to disappear in other vibrancies of land seen as a succession 
of giant steps moving purposefully from plane to plane 
receding. 

Tellier has controlled depth in all that he paints: never 
“knocking a hole in the wall,” he does not permit the eye to 
lose itself in depth but brings the spectator back out of the 
picture, satisfied as with a journey or, rather, a flight into 
the serenity of space. 

With his very personal use of line as an underpainting 
to be reserved with expressive purpose, Tellier, as in “‘Colli- 
oure,” provides by tones that are almost flat a vibrancy that 
creates more than the hollow illusion of distance: the mean- 
ing and the overtones of distance, of discovery promised to 
the seeing eye. 

Venice has meant a great deal also to Andre Tellier and 
he has answered its challenge in terms that are entirely his 
own, as draughtsman and as colorist, with grays exalting 
gold and a patina of reds. 


In his “Venice, Canal Giudecco,” the artist has responded 
brilliantly and creates with the simplest means a sorcery of 
suggested distance. 


In his views of Paris Tellier employs, exceptionally, 
almost kaleidescopic forms, made vibrant with a painter’s 
use of line and exalting color, as in the “Pont Neuf” or, less 
dramatically, the ‘““Place Henri IV.” 

To his still life studies, such as the “Autumn,” shown 
herewith, and others he brings unexpected vigor from this 
undepainting of the line which he then reserves as he builds 
up his color pattern. In his gouaches of flowers and vases 
the vibrancy has mighty affirmations. When possible, as in 
“The Dolomites from a Studio Window,” Tellier returns to 
the theme of distance, with an extraordinary use of acid 
yellows against blues set off by vibrant whites. 

A large “Flowers and Pears” of /:ndre Tellier is a special 
homage by the painter to the fleeting light, an unlabored 
study of floral pattern, deft, alive and richly composed. 

The Worth Avenue Gallery showing being Tellier’s 
American debut and intended to reveal all the facets of this 
great talent, includes one portrait, “Portrait of an Unknown 
Writer,” a handsomely effective piece, painted with contained 
fury and deep power. Here is an exploration of the human 
where the very strength of means serves intuition, building 
with gravity a monument of perception—the Tellier gift.

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T’S A JOY to be here in Madrid, in the architecturally- 
wY¥ elegant capital of a European country that has a genu- 

ine liking for Americans! 

Credit for this happy state of affairs—somewhat un- 
usual in Europe these days—goes to our American Embassy 
for the superlative job it is doing under the direction of able 
émbassador James Dunn. To his charming lady (the former 
Mary Armour) whose ingratiating personality has captivated 
the friendly people of Spain. And last—but by no means 
least—to the Spaniards themselves, for their simpatico and 
innate gentility which seems to bring out the best in Uncle 
Sam’s travelers abroad. 

A striking aspect of Madrid’s physical appearance, apart 
from the beauty of its parks, magnificent old homes and 
classic buildings, is the prodigious amount of construction 
going on. Public “edificios.’”’ Hospitals. Apartment houses. 
And the immense Spanish Air Ministry. Diagonally across 
from its present site, our new American Embassy is mush- 
rooming into a tower similar to the United Nations Building 
in New York. Only more conservative. Not so completely 
sheathed in glass. Adjoining it will be the residence of Am- 
bassador and Mrs. Dunn. 

Everywhere you go you see Americans . . . Members 
of our Armed Forces in mufti (by request) cream-of-the- 
crop architects and engineers who are doing our air bases 
here, resident Americans, some of whom have married into 
uppercrust Spanish or other European families, and inter- 
nationals who have transferred their affection from France 
to Spain. 

Along fashionable Paseo de la Castellana (Embassy 
Row), that wide avenue of tree-lined plazas, heroic-size foun- 
tains and exquisite formal gardens accentuating the dignity 
of 19th century stone mansions (Marie Luisa Duke’s family 
home is No. 11) you’ll see a group of the dozen language 
students from Smith College (here for their junior year) en 
route to the Del Prado Museum for a feast of Goya, Velas- 
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Time and Life's representative in Spain, Marques Saporiti di Bogliasco at home, 


with the Marquesa, who is an author in her own right. 
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quez, Murillo, El Greco, Reubens, the best Titians outside of 
Italy, and hundreds of other masterpieces from foreign 
countries. 

These popular ladies arrived en masse at the informal 
reception given by Ambassador and Mrs. Dunn the other 
evening at their residence, Liste 14, a beautiful house rented 
from Prince Pio. 

Parties are SUCH fun in this capital, teeming with 
interesting personalities! Like our own Washington, with a 
more leisurely tempo. The Dunns’ intriguing guests included: 
Brilliant, Hungarian Andres Reves, author of a book about 
General Robert E. Lee, foreign editor for ABC and ABC 
commentator, who will soon go to the United States to broad- 
cast and lecture ... Dominguin, retired young bullfighter,

. some Spanish ladies, smartly dressed in their favorite 
black ... Italian Marques Saporiti di Bogliasco, Time & Life’s 
representative in Spain, and his lovely Marquesa (who was 
Jocelyn Bush, of Boston) ... Orson Welles, here for three 
months’ movie-making on a picture to be called “Mr. Arka- 
din,” and a host of others. 

Frequent Palm Beach visitor, handsome Baron George 
Wrangell (looking more like Anthony Eden than Eden him- 
self!) and his chic Baroness, the former Mrs. Lawrence L. 
Jones of Louisville, Ky. (“4 Roses”) were here on one of 
their periodic trips. This time to take a plane to London. 
“For a fortnight.” Since their honeymoon in Palm Beach two 
years ago, they’ve been in the south of Spain, in Churriana, 
among the palms, olive trees and profusion of flowers at 
their villa “Fuente del Rey,” 10 kilometres from popular 
Malaga on the shores of the Mediterranean.

In Spain five years, first as Minister, Ambassador Mc- 
Cauley represents Free Ireland—though he comes from “‘oc- 
cupied Ireland,’ from Derry. ‘Londonderry, the English 
refer to it,” he adds with a twinkle. A student of Latin and 
Greek, he taught and lectured in those languages. And he 
passed the Bar, to become an illustrious barrister. Yes, Ire- 
land’s Ambassador to Spain brings to his post a well-rounded 
background of excellence... . 

He has attained honors accorded to few of his country- 
men. Such as being Secretary of the Committee which select- 
ed the design for Irish coins. And later he became an honor- 
ary member of exclusive “Friends of St. Patrick” to which 
the Honorable Eamon De Valera, Taoiseach (Prime Minister) 
of Ireland, and His Grace Cardinal Spellman belong. 

As we drove through the big iron gates, past the uni- 
formed Spanish sentry, we waved “adios” from the Ambassa- 
dor’s car which was taking us back to our hotel. Our intime 
visit at the Irish Embassy gave us a perfect understanding 
of why the American colony, too, calls Ambassador McCauley 
“our” Irish Ambassador!

Famous Ville, “Uizcaya - 


CUizcaya ... a medieval forlress=palace, 


built amid mangroves of Biscayne Bay in Miami, Fla., 
in 1916, by James Deering, the International Harvester ty- 
coon and philanthropist of Chicago, has become a Dade 
County Museum. Called the “Versailles of the Modern World” 
and the ‘most palatial private estate in the world,” Vizcaya 
was patterned after estates in the Mediterranean countries, 
which Deering visited many times. It was erected to house 
his fabulous collection of art treasures, which includes tapes- 
tries from the looms of Brussels and Ferrara, suites of furni-

ture in every period from Louis XIV through the Empire, 
antique doorways, mantelpieces, wall panels and ceilings 
removed from European palaces, superb rugs, English and 
Italian porcelain. 

This Italian palazzo in a tropical setting, where Deering 
entertained in baronal fashion for ten years (his guests 
comprising the world’s most prominent personages), is a 
series of loggias, salons, banquet halls and other accommoda- 
tions, too richly furnished to be simply called rooms. The 
wide rectangular house is built around a large sunlit patio 
and the rooms are so arranged that the entire place is “air- 
conditioned” by nature. Just about every important room 
overlooks the patio, the sea or the gardens. As in most great 
European palaces, the “state apartments” or rooms on the 
first floor, are formal in character and are intended to be 
the background for formal entertainment. The same is true 
of the White House in Washington. Most of the daily life 
at Vizcaya took place in the second floor rooms and galleries 
and in the Patio. 

For more than twenty years before Vizcaya was built 
James Deering, a world-traveler who spoke French, Italian 
and German with ease, began collecting the treasures and 
furnishings which feature this amazing estate. He actively 
participated in the designing of both the buildings and 
gardens and did not hesitate to tear down and rebuild when 
not satisfied with the results of the planning. In his numer- 
ous travels around the globe, Deering was constantly seeking 
the ideal winter climate, as well as a perfect setting for his 
growing collection of art treasures. After trying Egypt, the 
Riviera, North Africa, Southern Italy and various American 
winter resorts, he finally decided on Southern Florida as 
the answer to his quest. After the opening of Vizcaya on 
Christmas 1916, he transferred his legal residence from 
Chicago to Miami. 
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UNIQUE WATER STAIRWAY, ONE OF THE WONDERS OF THE MODERN WORLD 


Becomes Dade M uscuin 


James Deering who was a bachelor, died at sea aboard 
the ‘‘City of Paris” in 1925, leaving Vizcaya to his nieces and 
nephews. Two of these, Marion Deering McCormick and 
Barbara Deering Danielson, bought the other interests in the 
property and made Vizcaya available to the public. As you 
walk through this fabulous estate, it is interesting to know 
that Vizcaya is very much the same as it was when he lived 
there. The seventy-two rooms are completely furnished, just 
as they were when Deering called Vizcaya home . . . the 
beautiful gardens and “America’s perfect house” (as it has 
been called by outstanding architects), are meticulously 
cared for by a large staff. To keep the place in ship-shape 
condition for the hundreds of daily visitors, who come from 
all over the United States. 

To begin the interesting tour through Vizcaya, you enter 
the estate through the main gate, which is Italian in form; 
the designs were taken from an old palace built for the 
Pisani ... noted Venetian Admirals. A model of one of the 
early Spanish ships, ‘‘Caravel Vizcaya’’, was chosen for the 
crest above the gates. This ship also was Mr. Deering’s 
yacht emblem and his private flag. It will be noted in a tour 
throughout the house and gardens, that Vizcaya which is a 
combination of Italian and Spanish, features the former 
influence to a much greater extent. 

A miniature train shuttles between the entrance and 
the palazzo, whisking the sightseers through a fascinating 
“Jungle” ride, which abounds in all types of tropical flora 
and Italian statuary. This dense wood covers an old sea 
cliff which offered shelter to Spanish adventurers, their 
ships and crews! Among the outstanding statues which give 
character and interest to the terrain a 17th Century 
“South”, the Noonday—Mezzogiorno; an old Italian statue 
of Mercury, the god of merchants, thieves and adventurers ; 
Nereus, partner Neptune and protector of sea creatures. 


To the right of the circular “Plaza”, which is the first 
formal space within this extensive “hammock”, is a fountain 
niche by Longhena, designer of the dome of Santa Maria 
della Salute, on the Grand Canal, Venice. Tall busts of 
fauns and nymphs and colorful bougainvillea, decorate the 
Plaza. From this vantage point, you get the first glimpse of 
the house; framed by sacred bo-trees of India. The oval- 
shaped forecourt is flanked by huge Venetian vases above 
fountain heads. The 17th Century gateway of pink marble 
and Istrian stone, was brought from the Palazzo Bevilacqua 
Lamassa at Verona.

of a fortress, is built of coralline limestone and rare marbles | 


... beautiful old tiles from ancient houses in Havana, were — 
used for the roof. Through a Roman grille of the 16th 
Century, you come into the entrance loggia, which is paved 
with Veronese marble. A fountain group composed of a late 
Roman bath in yellow marble, surrounded by an Italian 
statue of Bacchus, with genii astride sea monsters at either 
side, dominates this impressive room, which is a composite 
of France, England and Italy in design. 

The Directoire entrance hall, which leads into the fasci- 


nating Adam Library, features furnishings and decorating — 


based on classic models, with accent on hand-printed wood- 
block wallpaper, simulating sculptured reliefs; dating from 
1814. The remarkable 18th Century rug in the library is 
from a Spanish loom set up in Madrid by Bourbon kings, 
to emulate those of La Savonnerie at Paris. Also outstanding 
here, is the Corinthian mantel and the chairs which are 
supposed to have belonged to Pauline, sister of Napoleon 
who was married to the Roman Prince, Borghese.

The Marie Antoinette Salon derives its name from the 
silk wall panels, which were woven by Philippe de Lassale, 
her favorite designer and weaver. The whole style of the 
room is Louis XV. The gilt and lacquered paneling once 
adorned a palace in Palermo and from the Palazzo Rossi in 
Venice, the plaster ceiling, circa 1750. Also of particular 
interest are the French mantle, magnificent chandelier, em- 
broidered wool carpet of unique design. 

High Renaissance, an important period of 16th Century 
Italy, is recalled in the Great Renaissance Hall. This huge 
room is distinguished by a French chimney which is said 
to have been removed from a wing of the Chateau de 
Chenonceaux, associated with Queen Catherine de Medicis; 
an Italian tapestry woven for Duke Ercole II of Ferrara; 
one of the greatest Spanish rugs in existence...made for 
the Admiral of Castile, Fadriquez Enriquez, who was the 
grandfather of Ferdinand, patron of Christopher Columbus; 
tables decorated with gold arabesques and semi-precious 
stones, which were presented by the Crown to the Strozzi 
family. Especially lovely, is a 17th Century Neapolitan paint- 
ing of the Madonna, enshrined in an imposing high altar, 
cleverly converted into the front of the pipe organ. 


The Music Room features a 17th Century spinet, harp and zither of the 18th Century. 


Opening on the sea, the vaulted East Loggia is done in 
the light manner of the country villa of Cardinal Albani. 
The marble floor is in the Venetian style and Venetian pro- 
cessional lanterns, serve as light standards. Great cedar doors 
encrusted with bronze and marble door frames are from an 
old palace in Rome, later acquired by Torlonia, banker to 
Napoleon. 

Very quaint and charming, the Rococo Music Room, 
with its paneled walls and ceiling, painted in Milan in the 
18th Century. The size of the room (small) is suited to the 
intimate music of harp, zither and spinet. The spinet was 
made in 1645 by Horatius Albano and bears his signature. 
The brilliant Aubusson rug is of the early 18th Century. 

The dignity and sobriety of the Renaissance Hall is 
echoed in the amazing Banquet Hall. The intricate plaster 
ceiling is patterned in the form of a labyrinth; valances are 
brocaded red velvet; lights placed high upon rare matched 
antique columns, are in the form of bouquets in great bronze 
mortars. A massive late 15th Century Italian sideboard is 
considered the most important piece of furniture in this 
room. No two chairs are identical but all are beautifully 
carved... stretcher table resembles them in type. No one as 
yet, has been able to “diagnose” the kind of wood used for 
these pieces. An Italian chimney and mantle in the classical 
style of the sculptors at the court of Lorenzo deMedici; large 
16th Century tapestry, woven at Tournai in France; two 
mythological Ferrarese tapestries, which at one time were 
the property of Robert Browning; a portrait of Count Fran- 
cisco de Altamirs of Vizcaya, Spain, painted by Carreno da 
Miranda in the 17th Century (still in its original frame) ; 
are other interesting details of the fabulous banquet hall. 

Displaying the fantastic imagination of the artists of 
Naples in the 18th Century, is the attractive Tea Room, 
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which overlooks the South Terrace and Garden. With Nea- 
politan scenes as a background, the light Venetian furniture 
in cool colors, is a perfect complement. Glass in the garden 
doors is also Venetian, accented with Caravel Vizcaya and 
the sea horse, which like the shell, are the motif theme 
throughout Villa Vizcaya. 

The simple and sturdy arches, vaults and columns, 
which are the basis of Italian Renaissance, are featured in 
the North and South Arcades and Patio of Vizcaya. In the 
arcades are photographs of watercolors of Vizcaya by John

Singer Sargent, made while a guest here in 1917. The court- 
yard is planted with tropical trees and shrubs in an interest- 
ing variety, highlighted by a Dolphin Fountain of 17th Cen- 
tury design. This was the favored setting of Mr. Deering 
for informal entertaining and was also the scene of frequent 
family gatherings. 

Second floor rooms which are now open to the public 
are “Cathay,” a charming guest room done in the 18th 
Century Chinese manner, featuring gaily painted furniture 
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and wall panels and canopied bed. Mr. Deering’s Sitting 
Room and Bedroom... the former is a superb example of 
late 18th Century restrained classical style, in a conservative 
white and gold color theme. The furniture is Directoire but 
the chief interest in the room is the magnificent oval carpet 
of French origin, with the signs of the zodiac as the decora- 
tive motif. The bedroom is Empire... an elaborately orna- 
mented bed, white marble fireplace, Aubusson rug, maple 
burl desk, carved gilt table.

Another guest room “Espagnolette” is furnished with 
lacquered and gilded furniture characteristic of Venice and 
based on the curved lines of French furnishings of Louis 
XV. Gaily painted wall panels and 18th Century Oriental 
rug complete the colorful setting. 

The Upstairs Dining Room is entered through wrought 
iron gates, “guarded” by four large Chinese pottery “Foo” 
dogs. Large marine paintings by the French artist, Carl 
Vernet (1758-1836). An inlaid floor of antique marble, red 
lacquered chairs, fireplace and Chippendale mantle, are 
other distinguishing notes. From the windows of this room, 
there is an excellent view of the formal gardens. 

A circular stairway with wrought iron and brass balus- 
trade leads up to the tower rooms and down to the ground 
floor. Visitors to Vizeaya use this unique stairs as an exit 
from the house, to enter the South Terrace and start the 
garden tour. The terrace has semi-circular fountains, vine- 
clad summer houses joined by hedges with marble columns, 
topped with busts and antique urns from Sicily. 

The sea wall features a great stone barge that never 
moves... decorated with sculptures depicting nautical and 
tropical themes. Tall obelisks afford a contrast to the distant, 
level sea line. The wall is completed at either end by Venetian 
bridges over small lagoons. One leads to a latticed tea house, 
the other to the yacht landing. 

The gardens of Vizcaya have been acclaimed by the 
experts, as unequaled anywhere in the world. They are a 
wonderful blend of the art and horticulture of Europe and 
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outstanding tropical interpretations. Seven formal gardens 
are skillfully and subtly woven into the contrasting beauty 
of the tropical terrain. There is the “Secret Garden,” high- 
walled and typical of Italian garden design, being largely 
architectural, with plants used in carpet-like beds. At the 
back of the garden are two grottos, secluded from the sun 
and cooled by miniature fountains. Vine-covered stairs with : 
wrought iron railing lead to a high platform, from which can } 
be viewed to advantage, the central Formal Garden. 

A fascinating feature of this very impressive formal 
garden is the raised central pool surrounding an elevated — 
island. Along two sides of the pool are clipped live oaks, 
The floor of the garden is elaborately patterned with low, i 
clipped hedges against a background of white sand... in the : 


style of French gardens, although the device dates back to _ 
Roman times. Jasmine is the tropical substitute for the 
European box, in the hedges. To both left and right, are@ 
sloping terraces pointed up with clipped Australian pine. 
Terrace walks provide an excellent vantage point from which i 
to view the numerous gardens. Along these walks and 
throughout the other gardens, are statues of gods and 
goddesses and mythological subjects... the majority 17th — 
and 18th Century Italian. Also Italian and French vases and Hl 
urns; all placed with meticulous care and planning for — 
artistic effects. 

Derived from the Villa Gori near Siena, the “Theatre — 
Garden,” an intimate formal setting of great charm. The 
wings are of clipped pine, the seats and orchestra floor, 


} 
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“Espagnnolette,’”’ a guest room, furnished in typical Rococo spirit of 18th Century. 
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grass. Designed for serving tea out of doors, is a circular 
palm garden, with an effective mangrove swamp background, 
éramatized with marble columns. The Fountain Garden is 
more elaborate in structure; dominated by a tall, semi- 
circular fountain, white marble Roman bath and pagan altar, 
which was formerly the property of the Borghese family. 

Adding interest and variety to the Vizcaya gardens, is 
the famous “Peacock Bridge,’ Oriental in feeling and beau- 
tifully executed. Stone peacocks, the symbol of India, sur- 
mount twisting Oriental columns and at either end of the 
bridge are pools of water; the side walls ornamented with 
seashell patterns. 

The Mound Casino provides vistas in all directions. It 
is built of cream stone and rose-colored stucco, with pat- 
—terned marble floor, which echoes the design of the frescoed 
ceiling. Looking down from the baleony, you will see a series 
of steps leading to a Venetian water landing, with colorful 
painted gondola baulks. To the sides are stairs leading to 
the Fountain Garden and the Garden Plaza. At the top of 
this double stairway is the intriguing “Water Stairway” or 
| “Climbing Fountain”...of 16th Century Italian influence. 
_ It comprises a series of marble steps, up which sparkling 
jets of water are forced from level to level, until it falls into 
a circular basin at the top and then drops again to the 
lowest level. At the foot of this fountain are two sculptured 
grottos, with dramatic giants of stone, who hold up a great 
burden of rock. 

The aim of interior decorators in their planning, is to

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capture the way of life and personalities of the persons who 
will occupy the place. Those who knew James Deering say 
“only Vizcaya could so perfectly reflect the character of the 
man who designed this amazing palazzo.” His great charm 
of manner and individuality, were echoed in the rooms of 
the great house. 

Although he admired beauty and surrounded himself 
with it to the nth degree, Deering was never ostentatious. 
Being an extremely wealthy man, well-traveled and educated,

he built a magnificent palace which is a shrine to the craft- 
manship and art of many ages and was utterly unconcerned 
with the expenditures. 

He was a perfectionist, even to his wardrobe... always 
the right clothes for any occasion. He was not a selfish man 
and much of his philanthrophy was carried on anonymously. 
He made numerous gifts to charity and a large variety of 
enterprises in Chicago and other parts of the world. Among 
them, was an endowment of a million dollars to assist poor 
patients at the Wesley Memorial Hospital, Chicago. And, a 
half million dollars each, to the Visiting Nurses Association 
and Children’s Memorial Hospital of the same city. The same 
amount was given for a free ward in the Jackson Memorial 
Hospital at Miami. 

As the lavishness and appointments of Vizcaya indicate, 
Mr. Deering enjoyed entertaining and did so extravagantly 
and often. Celebrities of the time, such as John Singer Sar- 
gent, William Jennings Bryan and numerous actors and ac- 
tresses, were his houseguests. No one dared visit Vizcaya, 
without the proper wardrobe. A meticulous dresser, he simply 
could not tolerate a careless appearance in others. 

To return to the main gate after the tour, you can 
either board the motor tram here, and repeat the interesting 
“Jungle” ride, or walk back via an informal woodland path, 
in the shade of a typical Florida hammock. The house and 
gardens at Vizcaya are open daily except Monday from ten 
4. m. to five p. m. and it is recommended that visitors allow 
at least two hours for the tour.

HANKS TO THE ROCKEFELLER FAMILY, it will soon be 
RN possible to drop into the dairy of the Petit Trianon 

at Versailles and order a glass of milk. Installing a 
Milk Bar in the “laiterie’ where Marie Antoinette and her 
ladies-in-waiting played at being milkmaids is part of the 
Versailles restoration plan, now under way. 

Because of the interest which has always centered in 
the Trianons, big and little, it was decided to use the Rocke- 
fellers’ $300,000 check to restore them. Woodwork and ceil- 
ings will be done this year, the gardens and fountains re- 
newed, and central heating installed. 

Women tourists who come to Versailles invariably want 
to see the “hameau” of Marie Antoinette, where the queen, 
for fun, sometimes milked a cow or churned some butter. 
Louis XVI had given her the Petit Trianon as a playhouse 
(one forgets that she was only 15 when she married him, 
19 when she became Queen of France and 38 when she went 
to the guillotine). And an exquisite plaything the little Tri- 
anon was, an architectural gem designed by Gabriel, set in a 
park laid out by Le Notre. In helping to save it, the Rockefel- 
lers are contributing to the sum of world culture, as well 
as to France. 

A smaller part of the funds came from the well-timed 
“Hameau Bal’ of last June, staged in the Chaillot Palace 
ten days after the Coronation; it brought many fashionables 
across the Channel. 

Another generous friend of Versailles is the South 
American millionaire Arturo Lopez, whose second home is 
Paris. He has given $25,000, which is being used to restore 
the bedroom of Louis XIV. 

This is not to say that France is not putting enormous

The government contributes, through Parliament, 
through the National Lottery, the casino at Enghvien, fetes 
and spectacles, and the sale of postcards painted by Utrillo. 
Sacha Guitry has given the rights to his new movie, “Si 
Versailles m’etait conte,” which has just had its gala pre- 
miere at the Opera, and in which he plays Louis XIV. 

The restoration of Versailles is a five-year plan, and 
one year’s work is already done. As parts of the palace are 
restored, the priceless works of art which originally adorned 
them will be brought back from the Louvre and other mu- 
seums so that, when the renaissance is complete, Versailles 
will look as it did in the days of the “Sun King.” Only the 
outdoor statuary will be new; replicas are being made of the 
originals which, after 300 years, can take no more weather- 
ing and are now being installed in the Invalides to preserve 
them.

When they reached their own gate, which their townsmen 
had wreathed with garlands, they said goodbye to the crowd 
around it, M. Auriol wiping his eyes and admonishing the 
over-zealous police not to be rough with anyone. Then they 
went in and closed the gate firmly behind them. Privacy 
at last. 

At Muret they will rest, Mr. Auriol will play his violin 
and will fish, they will start installing central heating in 
their house, then go off to Sicily for some sunshine.

The motor is clamped to your head and fastened to the 
sweatband of your hat. Wind the motor before leaving the 
house. Then you are all set. When necessary, just nod your 
head. The hat will raise automatically and tip in the direction 
of the lady to be saluted. 

Consider friend Boyle’s idea of a proper and “unique” 
salutation when meeting a person to whom such salutation 
is due. 

With his mechanical “how de do,” the wearer’s hat, as 
the body is inclined forward, ‘“comprehends the automatic 
elevation and rotation.” 

Try to imagine a suddenly elevated fedora jumping sky- 
ward, then spinning.

In the northeastern portion of the state, the Suwannee, © 
Steinhatchee, Santa Fe and St. Johns Rivers are popular with | 
many fishermen, while Orange Lake, Lake George and Lake 
Crescent are rated as outstanding lakes in this vicinity. 

In the central part of the state may be found the head- _ 
waters and upper portion of the St. Johns River, one of the

other lakes to be found in the lake region surrounding Lake 
County and other nearby counties. In the Gulf Coast section, 
the Withlacoochee and Homosassa Rivers and Lake Tsala 
Apopka always attract many ardent anglers. 


Farther south, thousands of fishermen annually try their 
luck in Lake Okeechobee, second largest fresh water lake 
entirely within the continental United States. Others fish the 
Everglades canals and streams, the Kissimmee River, Blue 
Cypress Lake and Lake Trafford, and the many other splen- 
did fresh water fishing spots in this part of the state. 


Salt-water anglers, of course, can practically stick a pin 
into almost any coastal area on the Florida State map and 
find that they have selected a prime fishing spot. The salty 
rodsters have a wide variety of spots, species and methods to 
choose from, and all of them are ideal for any ardent angler. 

While there is no fee or license for salt-water angling in 


any section of the state it will be necessary for the non- 
resident to purchase a fresh water fishing license before 
wetting a line in any of the state’s lakes, rivers or streams.

While there is no legal limit on any of Florida’s fresh 
water fish, there is a daily bag limit allowing the angler to 
have a mixed string of 25 fresh water fish, of which not more 
than eight can be black bass.

Preservation is a big word in St. Augustine these days, 


with people very much preoccupied in preserving the old 
houses and the ancient atmosphere of the Oldest City in 


the land. 


The St. Augustine Historical Society, as is fitting, takes 


the lead, and already has several creditable preservation and 


restoration “jobs” to its credit. First of course is the Oldest 
House on St. Francis Street, with its loggias, patio, and 
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walled garden. This is the home of the society, and in the 
adjoining building is housed the rare and valuable collection 
of books, maps and manuscripts constituting the library of 
the society, much used by research workers. The society also 
owns and shows in connection with the Oldest House Villa 
Cannonosa, (House of the Cannon Ball) in the walls of which 
was at one time embedded a cannon ball fired from the 
Oglethorpe batteries on Anastasia Island, when the town was 
besieged by the British. 

The Historical Society also restored the Old Curiosity 
Shop on St. George Street, and the Triay house at the corner 
of Cuna and St. George. The last task in the preservation 
line undertaken by the society is the old Furnelle House at 
the corner of Hypolita and Spanish Streets. 


The Woman’s Exchange is custodian for the city for the 
Old Spanish Treasury, and is carrying on a remarkable work 
of preservation. The house is open to the public, with guide 
service, for a modest fee, to help with the preservation work. 
The Woman’s Exchange also sponsors luncheons and teas 
during the season to help raise funds for this fine work. 


The St. Augustine Preservation and Restoration Asso- 
ciation is currently carrying on the restoration of the Llam- 
bias House, on St. Francis Street, and when this is completed 
it will be one of the most remarkable attractions in the old 
city. The association is also helping with preservation work 
on the Public Library Building, which is one of the city’s 
treasures. A number of private individuals, owners of old 
houses, have also done interesting restoration and preserva- 
tion work. Among them are Mr. and Mrs. W. A. Lewis of 
Mount Eccentric, The Plains, Virginia, who own “Ariquipa”’ 
at the corner of Bridge and Marine Streets. 


A great attraction added last year to the many facilities for the entertainment of Hotel Ponce de Leon guests is the Olympic-type swimming pool built at a cost of

HE NEW PALM BEACH COUNTRY CLUB, as it was 
Ww viewed by members and guests at an open house 
(Qv is a beautiful addition to the Palm Beach scene. The 
virtually new club house building has been successfully 
designed to suit exactly its physical setting, and the social 
and recreation purposes of the club. 

The decoration of every part of the clubhouse interior 
carries out a harmonious blending with its setting, taking 
colors and inspiration from the ocean and the rolling green 
of the golf course. The overall effect of the decoration is one 
of conservatism and beauty. 

One approaches the slate blue and white clubhouse from 
the club grounds entrance at the corner of County Road and 
Ocean Boulevard. Wide verandas on the first and second 
stories of the main building give an immediate feeling of 
hospitality. Extending to the left is the long low louver wall 
which forms two sides of the rectangular cabana area. 

The entrance lobby brings the green of the outdoors 
inside with varied planting and a free form bench in green 
and shades of lavender. This center of the lobby’s decoration

divides the main entrance from the throughway for golfers 


to the locker rooms which are also on the first floor. 


A turning staircase on the right leads to the upstairs 
lobby and the main club rooms. Light carpeting throughout in 
greens, greys and beiges, and the use of a beautiful sea aqua- 
blue in much of the wall coloring combine to give all the 
rooms a feeling of lightness and air. Plantation doors which 
can be opened through in any direction, some use of indirect 
lighting, and light and darker blues add their parts to the 
effect. The views on every side of the clubhouse are made a 
part of its decoration with floor to ceiling glass doors and 
windows. 

The clubhouse rooms on the second floor include the two- 
story lounge which is at the center of the building, two card 
rooms, main dining room and private dining room, cocktail 
room, and dining terrace which overlooks the cabana area 
and swimming pool.

While no “Turkish Delight on a Moonlit Night,” the visit 
of Turkey’s President Celal Bayar and his dignified grand- 
motherly wife was, never-the-less, a very pleasant one, and 
Washingtonians were delighted to meet the man who made 
Turkey a modern nation. 

Just so you can be glad you’re not the President of Tur- 
key, here’s a brief outline of their three-day schedule here. 
On Wednesday, Jan. 27th, the day of their arrival, they were 
entertained by President and Mrs. Eisenhower at a state din- 
ner at the White House. On Thursday members of the press 
and radio had a luncheon honoring the Bayars at the May- 
flower Hotel. From five to seven on the same day President 
and Mrs. Bayar received the foreign chiefs of missions and 
members of official life at a large reception at the same 
hotel. On Friday, Mrs. Robert Whitney Imbrie, widow of 
our first representative to the new Republic of Turkey, en- 
tertained for Mrs. Bayar at the Sheraton-Carlton at luncheon. 
That evening Turkey’s president and Mrs. Bayar returned 
the courtesy of the White House and had a huge dinner at 
the Turkish Embassy for President and Mrs. Eisenhower. 
The next day they were off for twenty-four jam-packed days 
of U.S. sightseeing. 

As you know, Turkey, although a very old country, just 
three decades ago was loaded with baggage from the past. 
The government, a monarchy engrossed in tradition and 
headed by a Sultan, was overthrown by Kemal Ataturk.

Thus Turkey gave up monarchy, enslavement of 
women, tradition, and leadership in the Moslem world. Even — 
claims to her once vast empire were abandoned.

The new government liberated the economic life from 
state controls, and things boomed. Foreign trade increased 
300 per cent. A grain importer until 1950, Turkey became 
the fourth largest grain exporter in the world. 

From the wooden plow to the tractor in less than three 
years shows the dramatic agricultural development of Tur- 
key, 80 per cent of whose people are farmers. Adana, with a 
climate much like Florida, is becoming the great cotton rais-— 
ing section of the country. It will be interesting to see what 
Turkey does with the agricultural surpluses this activity is 
certain to produce. Perhaps we can learn something from 
the no longer ‘Terrible Turk.”

Although he dare not 
ever return to France, his wife frequently travels to Paris 
to buy materials for her thriving Washington millinery shop. 
He travels too, but mainly in the U. S. where he is in much 
demand as a lecturer. The Chautemps are justifiably proud 
of their four children: Gisell, a dancer now married to a 
local physician; John Pierre, a lieutenant in the U. 8S. Navy; 
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John Louis, an engineering student; and fourteen-year-old 
Antoinette. All are American citizens, except pappa Chau- 
‘temps, the former Premier of France. 

Washington has two Egyptian princesses and their 
“American husbands ving here, and many and gay are the 
parties they give. February the second being the birthday 
of the Princess Emina, now Mrs. Connie Bretsch, her cousin, 
the Princess Tawhida, now Mrs. Frank Rediker, celebrated 
‘the event by having a large dinner party followed by bridge 
in honor of Mrs. Bretsch.

_ kers departed for their visit, and sure enough, they no sooner 
‘landed in Cairo than things began to happen. Mrs. Rediker’s 


former husband, Prince Abbas Halim, was arr ested and 
put on trial for treason. 

Prince Halim, a cousin of Farouk, enlivened the trial by 
describing escapades of his royal relative. Although found 
guilty, he was given a suspended sentence and set free. 


This ordeal was barely over when the government issued 
an order seizing all property of the royal family. Although 
still an Egyptian citizen, Mrs. Rediker took most of her 
extensive wealth out of Egypt over six years ago when she 
married Mr. Rediker, the order seemed not to affect her. 
The danger of her position soon became evident when she 
was tipped off to the fact that Naguib had issued secret 
orders not to let her leave the country. This could mean 
incarceration and the forced signing of papers transferring 
her American interests to the new government. The Redikers, 
moving quickly and secretly, managed a successful escape 
but it was not without the elements of cloak and dagger 
suspense liberally sprinkled with Egyptian 100-pound notes. 

The Redikers are charming people and interesting to 
know. Oddly enough, so too is Egypt’s military President 
Naguib, according to word just received from a friend in 
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Cairo who writes that Egypt today has the most promising 
government in its 5,000 years and that absolute honesty and 
complete unselfishness characterize the new regime.

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Study of Waterfoul Covers Entire U.S. 


OURTEEN THOUSAND MILES by automobile and several 

( thousand more in jeeps, airboats, planes and boats 

were required by Cleveland van Dresser, former tele- 

graph editor and sports writer of The Palm Beach Daily 

News, to bring to the current pages of Sports Afield a series 
of ten waterfow] hunting stories, 

Last summer the writer, whose articles on hunting, fish- 
ing and conservation are published by America’s leading 
magazines, made a coast-to-coast and border-to-border inves- 
tigative tour of the United States on an assignment for Sports 
Afield. The trip, which was painstakingly planned a year 
in advance, was made with the active cooperation of federal 
and state conservation agencies and took van Dresser into 
some of the most remote areas of the country. He and his 
wife, who made most of the trip with him, have recently 
returned to the Palm Beaches for the winter. 

The series of articles, the first of which appeared in the 
December issue of Sports Afield, has been termed the most 
comprehensive survey of its kind ever made in the history 
of conservation. 

Van Dresser points out that hunting and fishing are big 
business—more than nine billion dollars a year are spent on 
these avocations—with the bulk coming from the pockets of 
those who seek to bag wild ducks and geese, 

His travels took him from Florida, west to the Gulf 
coast of Louisiana, north through the bottom lands of Ar- 
kansas, up the TVA valley, along the northern rim of the 
Lake states, through the upper Mississippi River Valley and 
into North Dakota on the Canadian line. From there he 
went across Montana and down into central Idaho, and thence 
along the Pacific coast from Canada to Mexico. 

In order to obtain data and photographs on huge concen- 
trations of wild ducks and geese, van Dresser visited remote 


and almost inaccessible wildlife refuge areas maintained by 


the federal government. He had to take a boat to get to the 
Mississippi Delta where there are no roads. In another sec- 
tion of the country it took a telegram 314 days to reach him 
from New York City. In the Snake River country of Idaho, 
he had to drive 150 miles to reach a huge lake only 40 airline 
miles away. 

“There are still some remote spots in the U.S.A.,” van 
Dresser says with conviction. 

In his series, van Dresser outlines the various problems 
of migratory waterfowl—the conditions brought about by 
vast agricultural programs, particularly in the West— 
political squabbles, insufficient funds, hunting pressures and 
other factors that have widespread effect on the ducks and 
geese of America. 

The first in the series is of particular interest to people 
of this area for it deals with South Florida. Van Dresser 
made numerous trips into the Everglades on airboats in 
order to obtain first hand data. He says federal and state 
game officials, with the cooperation of the Central and 
Southern Florida Flood Control District, have embarked on 
the greatest single wildlife restoration program in the entire 
country. 

The region he writes about lies just west of Palm Beach 
—a combined million acre tract of land administered jointly 
by federal and state conservation officials. 

The biggest threat to migratory waterfowl throughout 
the nation, the writer Says, iS excessive drainage. “Huge 
marshes, which used to support hundreds of thousands of 
ducks and geese have been needlessly drained in efforts to 
create more farm lands,” van Dresser writes, 

He explains that many such drainage projects are basic- 
ally unsound because of the great expense involved in drain- 
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ing a marsh which often never pays off in profitable crops. 

“In many cases,” van Dresser maintains, “marshes are 
far more valuable to the nation’s economy as producers of 
waterfowl than they ever will be after being expensively 
drained for farming purposes.” 

The writer also describes in his articles the “under- 
cover” battles waged by various federal land administration 
bureaus and private land agencies for control of natural 
resources. 2 

“By far the worst situation, as far as waterfowl are con- 
cerned, is occurring in California,’ van Dresser says. “There 
is hardly a square foot of land nor a drop of water in the 
entire Central valley that is not under control of some agri- 
cultural organization, either governmental or private,” he 
declares. 

“The huge flights of birds that annually migrate up and 
down the Pacific Flyway are ‘herded’ into tiny refuge areas 
maintained by the U.S. Fish and Wildlife Service and the 
California Game and Fish Commission,” he points out in the 
series of articles. “The ducks and geese have hardly enough 
to eat, and when disease breaks out, which it does upon 
occasion, the loss is frightful because of the intense con- 
centrations.” 

In contrast, van Dresser gives a detailed account of the 
extensive wildlife area now being developed in the Everglades 
by the joint efforts of the U.S. Fish and Wildlife Service, the 
Florida Flood Control District and the State Game and Fresh 
Water Fish Commission. 

“Tf there were more projects of that sort throughout the 
United States,” the writer affirms, “the future of migratory 
waterfowl in America would be assured for generations to 
come.”’ 

Prior to his assignment by Sports Afield, van Dresser 
was commissioned by Collier’s Magazine to get information 
that resulted in exposing what has been called the greatest 
land grab of modern times. In order to obtain irrefutable 
data, the writer drove 15,000 miles throughout the nation 


during the summer of 1952 and inspected huge sections of 
public land in company with rangers of the U.S. Forest 
Service, mostly in the western states. The article, which 
appeared in Collier’s last April and was later reprinted in 
Reader’s Digest this year resulted in a congressional hearing 
last July in Washington, D.C., at which van Dresser was one 
of the principal witnesses. 

“In all probability,” van Dresser says, “the ancient 
federal mining laws, which are the main cause of widespread 
misappropriation of publicly owned lands, will be changed in 
the near future.” 

Concerning his current series in Sports Afield, the 
second installment, dealing with the coastal marshes of 
Louisiana, will appear in the January issue of the magazine.

HILE READING John C. Cleland’s ‘The Superior Ad- 
SY ventas to be Derived From the Culture of Sugar- 

Cane in East Florida,” printed in Charleston in 1836 
and addressed to the Hon. Joseph M. White, delegate from 
Florida, I was struck with the recurring phrase: “for the 
certain production of the Sugar-Cane, the Cotton, the Orange, 
the Vine, and Olive and the Silk” and fascinated by the in- 
teresting bits of early Floridiana presented here and there 
in the work. 

The main purpose of his work, wrote Mr. Cleland, was 
to exhibit a true and faithful delineation of the peculiar 
capabilities and resources of East-Florida for these certain 
productions and briefly to point out from past experience 
the best method of cultivation, together with the advantage 
to be derived and the necessary cost of a sugar estate com- 
pared with Louisiana and those of the West India islands. 

Even though the author of ‘‘The Superior Advantages 
To Be Derived From the Culture of Sugar-Cane in East- 
Florida,” never once alludes to any culture except that of 
sugarcane, he repeats, as we shall see, the refrain about the 
Cotton, the Orange etc. incessantly. For instance in speaking 
of the “condemned” pine land in North Florida, he says it is 
perfectly adapted for the growth of the Orange, the Vine, 
the Olive and the Mulberry. Of course the Orange was 
cultivated and became a major industry in the state but the 
other plants failed to thrive and have not been heard of since. 

Realizing that Florida had possibilities Mr. Cleland 
was prophetic in these lines, “Florida, although at this mo- 
ment (1836) an afflicted territory, in consequence of the

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hostilities of the Seminole Indians, assumes a position in the 
government of the United States that must always entitle 
her to great and valid considerations, for as she is emphatic- 
ally denominated the ‘‘Land of the Flowers,”’ so may she very 
justly be considered as the garden of the South. “Is not her 
climate and soil congenial to the successful growth of the 
Sugar-Cane, the Cotton, the Orange, the Vine and the pro- 
duction of Silk?” 

Apparently author Cleland was interested in bringing 
investment capital to Florida in his time because he says, 
“The speculator will anticipate with rapture the certainty of 
an abundant harvest and the husbandman will not here seek 
in vain the reward of his labor and perseverance—at length 
the axe of civilization shall lay waste the inmost recesses of 
the forest, and the startling Indian warwhoop shall be turned 
into the melodious song of an industrious and happy peasan- 
try.” Having thus briefly portrayed the locality, character 
and peculiar capabilities of East-Florida, for the certain 
cultivation of the Sugar-Cane, the Cotton, the Orange, the 
Vine, the Olive and the production of Silk we will now 
proceed to consider something of the early cultivation of 
cane in East-Florida. 

In consequence of the government of Great Britain 
following a wise and liberal policy after acquiring Florida 
from Spain in 1763, one Dr. Andrew Turnbull in connection 
with several other gentlemen, “now deceased”, entered on 
the establishment of an extensive settlement in East-Florida, 
considering this portion of the territory the most fertile and 
the best adapted to the cultivation of the Indigo, the Sugar- 
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Cane, the Orange, the Vine, the Olive and the production of 
Silk. 


The better to carry his plans into execution, Dr. Turnbull 
made a voyage to the Greek and Ionian Islands and brought 
into the province a number of the inhabitants from these 
Mediterranean islands. About sixteen hundred men, women 
and children were located at the settlement called then, and 
still known as, New Smyrna This settlement was carried on 
extensively until the year 1779 when the Spanish war com- 
menced with Great Britain-and the Indians (Uchees and 
Seminoles) who were then very warlike and numerous. 
Andrew Turnbull was compelled to relinquish his settlement 
but nonetheless he was the first to introduce the Sugar-Cane 
into Florida. 


Unquestionably the author of “The Superior Advan- 
tages, etc.,’”’ must have been trained as an overseer and edu- 
cated in agronomy because he spends a chapter bewailing 
the unfair treatment of overseers by owners and notes that 
better results could be gotten from men who were paid 
better salaries. He feels that 1500 per annum is a fair price 
for overseeing a plantation of 700 acres of cane and 150 
slaves. After a discussion of planting methods, harvesting 
procedures and sugar making techniques in which he includes 
price lists for necessary supplies Mr. Cleland gives a brief 
topographical sketch of Florida. 


Under the heading “Topographical Sketch of East- 
Florida” he says that he will confine his observations to that 
part of East Florida between St. Mary’s and New Smyrna 
and westward some one hundred miles. This tract of land in 
his opinion possessed very decided advantages which rendered 
it in a very high degree calculated for the culture of the 
Sugar-Cane, the Orange, the Vine, the Olive and the produc- 
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tion of Silk. He noted that along the St. Johns river there 
was a considerable number of settlements which had suc- 
cessfully and profitably cultivated Cotton and Sugar “but 
many of which are now laid waste by the late Indian depre- 
dations.” The cattle industry is not new as witness his 
reference, ‘‘the ranges for cattle are excellent on this river 
and the banks, particularly the eastern are admirably adapted 
for Orange groves.” 


Facilities for the traveler were not neglected more than 
one hundred years ago as is evidenced by this comment, 
“Picolata—here the main western road to Tallahassee and 
Pensacola passes the St. Johns where there has lately been 
established a comfortable hotel, kept in handsome style. 
Before the Indian war commenced there was also a line of 
stages attached to this establishment running to and from 
St. Augustine.” 


“Tn conclusion, having concluded this brief topographical 
sketch, which the author conceived to be necessary in order 
to establish the position advanced by him of the superior 
advantages of this district of the country for the profitable 
culture of Sugar-Cane, Cotton, the Orange, the Vine, the 
Olive and the Mulberry, independent of many other minor 
considerations which cannot judiciously be thrown aside and 
which acceptably contribute to the interest and comforts of 
the planter. The Orange, Lemon, Grape, Olive and other 


fruits add astonishingly to the luxury of the table and 
pecuniary appropriations. The ranges for cattle are extensive 
and good. But the most important of the minor advantages 
to the planter in support of his family and slaves is to be 
found in the exhaustless qualities of superior fish which 
abound in all the rivers, harbors, bays and sounds through- 
out Florida.”

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from the surrounding green mountain peaks down to the last 
Costa Rican citizen, and the latter’s vitality and energy. 

The three primary concerns of the usual tourist are food, 
water and lodging. Here San Jose offers probably the finest 
accommodations in its part of the world. Food is abundant 
and excellent—fine livestock provide delicious beef, and fish 
and sea food such as Pacific red snapper and shrimp are 
plentiful, as are the usual tropical fruits. Water is piped to 
the city from crystal mountain streams. Hotels are compara- 
tively small, the largest containing about 120 rooms, but 
are extremely comfortable. 

There is much a tourist in search of a peaceful vacation 
can do. Plain relaxing amid the startling beauty of the 
countryside ranks high among popular pastimes with Ameri- 
cans who have been in Costa Rica. 

A natural pool called ‘‘ojo de agua,” or the water-eye, 
has been tiled, and here a bather can swim in water which 
gushes from an aperture in the side of a mountain and sun 
himself among exotic, fiercely colored mountain flowers. 

A trip to either of two vocanic craters, Poas or Irazu, 
is a “must” for the visitor. An expedition to these craters 
usually starts early in the morning so that one arrives after 
a two-hour drive before the afternoon clouds close in the 
11,000-foot peaks. The view could be called breath-taking, 
but that doesn’t describe the magnificence and splendor of 
the panorama as one stands at the lip of the crater, looking 
down into the earth’s interior on one side and over the plains 
and hills and mountains of the earth’s surface on the other. 

There are streams and lakes in these Costa Rican moun- 
tains around San Jose which harbor trout and other game 
fish to astound an American angler. The hunter, too, has a 
year-round open season on all varieties of game and fowl.

ARIS, AS WELL AS WASHINGTON, has been following 
Pp with concern Mrs. Charles S. Dewey’s progress in the 

hospital. Although she is now well enough to be 
home in Massachusetts avenue it is still too early for the 
Deweys to make travel plans—their annual Spring migration 
to their Normandy farm, near Bayeux, may be delayed this 
year. It is especially disappointing for them not to be in 
France now that their daughter, Mrs. Frederick M. Alger Jr., 
wife of the American Ambassador to Belgium, is living 
within week-end distance of their Abbaye Ste. Marie. 

* * * 

The decision of the French government to move Les 
Halles out to the edge of Paris is no doubt economically 
sound, but unsentimental. What will become of the cherished 
tradition of ending a night in Paris with onion soup at 5 in 
the morning, in the midst of this extraordinary melee of fruits 
and vegetables, fish and fromage, animated by the raucous 
wit of the dames de la Halle ? 

Will those lusty little restaurants, ‘‘Le Chien qui fume”, 
“Le Pere Tranquille’” and ‘“‘Le Pied de Cochon” be reborn in 
the new Bercy market? The onion soup, the snails and the 
grilled pigs feet will not be the same, out of context. 

For 844 years, exactly, Les Halles has been in this spot; 
it is the heart of Paris. (Emile Zola gave it a more exact 
anatomical definition). True, with the streets around it 
clogged with early morning trucks and handcarts piled with 
cauliflowers, it is all but impossible to make a train at the 
Gare de |’Est or the Gare du Nord. But how picturesque, and 


how Parisian it is. Or, if you amble along on foot, gazing 
at the old mansard roofs in the rue du Jour, and a crate of 
strawberries falls on you, you will be as much bruised by the 
reprimand of the woman pushing the cart as by the crate. 

It is not, however, for these reasons that the secretary 
of Economic Affairs proposes to move the market. It is to 
cut down the number of handling operations, and conse- 
quently the high cost, of fresh foods delivered daily to Paris. 
When King Philippe-Auguste put the first roof over Les 
Halles in the twelfth century, this was the logical and econo- 
mical place for it, and Paris has always been loth to change 
the locale. 

Without the market the quartier will still draw some 
tourists, for sharing the space is the ancient and renowned 
church of St. Eustache, with its matchless organ upon which 
Liszt and Berlioz composed, and the funeral march was 
played for Moliere. For the feast of Sainte Cecile, patroness 
of music and especially of the organ, there is a special pro- 
gram on November 22; at Christmas the demand for seats 
for the midnight music is second only to that for the Made- 
leine. 

St. Eustache is probably the only church in the world in 
which fruits and vegetables are sold—a little green grocery 
has fitted itself into the crypt of the old chapel of St. Agnes 
which predates the church proper by more than a century. 

Les Halles has been a setting for more than one French 
literary and theatrical piece; the recent operetta ‘La Cibou- 
lette”’ opens in ‘‘Le Chien qui fume.”

dore Pratt, author of “The Barefoot Mailman,” said, 
“Florida has lost its finest writer.” 

Ted Pratt, of Boca Raton, may now be one of the claim- 
ants of this mantle. The author has specialized in writing 
about Florida. 

Eleven of his twenty-five books are about his favorite 
subject, which he adopted after being born in Minneapolis 
and raised in New York, to come to Florida in the early 
thirties. Three of the four feature Hollywood movies that 
have been made frcem his works were Florida stories, ‘“Mercy 
Island”, “Juke Girl’, and “The Barefoot Mailman.” 

His most famous short-story, “The Owl That Kept Wink- 
ing,” chosen as one of the best American short stories of 
1945, has been dramatized on national radio hook-ups and 
translated into many languages. 

This season Ted has completely surpassed himself by 
having five Florida things published. No other state has ever 
had as many thing: written about it by one author altogether 
than he has done, and certainly never five in one year before. 
The five are: 

“Escape To Eden,” an original novel, laid in the wildest 
part of the Everglades National Park, which has been a best- 
seller on the paperback book racks since being issued in 
November. 

“Mercy Island,” a reprint edition of his novel which tells 
the authentic story of the Conch people of the Florida Keys. 

“The Story of Boca Raton,” a booklet written for and 
published by Roy Patten, bookseller in the Boca Raton Hotel 
and Club. This tells the frank and astonishing story of the 
author’s home town and that of the great hotel there started 
by the Mizners, enlarged by Clarence Geist, and at present 
owned by Shine Hotels. 

“Seminole,” an outdoor drama, along the same lines of 
the noted ‘“‘The Lost Colony” and “Unto These Hills.”” This 
tells the story of the Seminole Indian wars in Florida, related 
for the first time from the viewpoint of the Seminoles rather 
than the prejudiced one of the white man. 

Theodore Pratt hopes that one day this play may be 
produced winters at an amphitheatre in South Florida and 
its proceeds go to building a Museum of the Seminole Indian. 
The play is published by the University of Florida Press. 


“Seminole,” the paperback novel version of the play. The 
author recently autographed 2,000 copies of this book which 
were put on sale in Palm Beach County, with the original 
shipment being sold out in three days. 

Few people know Theodore Pratt personally. The reason 
for this is that he spends most of his time working. Occasion- 
ally he gets up to Palm Beach, when he and the dark-haired 
Mrs. Pratt, called Jackie, visit their good friends the Joseph 
Thelens of Dolphin Road, or when Ted once a year brings up 
to the window of the First National Bank an exhibit of his 
his Florida book manuscripts and original cover paintings. 


Otherwise Ted Pratt remains in his house purposely 
located in the pineywoods a mile and a half west of Boca 
Raton on a dead-end road. There is no name-plate outside. 
The reason for this is obvious. When the author sits down 
after breakfast every morning and goes to work, seven days 
a week, if he is writing a novel, often he works twelve, four-

teen and even sixteen hours a day. He hasn’t time for many 
callers. 

Actually, Theodore Pratt is a rather shy, modest, 
medium-sized man of fifty. His black hair is beginning to 
be touched slightly with gray. He speaks in a low, quiet 
voice. He is amused when people confuse his greatly varied 
kind of writings with what they visualize their author to 
be like. 

There are a few places where you can sometimes find 
the author. If there is a good Cracker ccckfight going on at 
an improvised pit back near the Everglades, Theodore Pratt 
is likely to be there. A first-class unhibited backcountry 
carnival, white Holy Roller meeting, or Negro Sanctifiers 
meeting, is likely to find him present, or a juke joint where 
there may be lively doings. Not that he takes part. He is 
there to look and listen and talk with the people. Rarely does 
he ever reveal his identity, for he has found that “it makes 
natural people self-conscious to know a writer is there.” 

From such does Theodore Pratt wrest the authentic 
stuff of his books. For this reason are they now required 
reading in many Florida colleges. Because of that a Florida 
magazine recently labelled him ‘“Florida’s Champion Author”, 
and a newspaper called him “The literary laureate of 
Florida.”

HAT IS UNDOUBTEDLY the finest annual exhibit of the 
x Society of the Four Arts so far, opened with a pre- 
view tea for members of the Society on March 12th. 

Thanks to the highly selective discernment exercised by 
the jury composed of Harvard Arnason, director of the 
Walker Art Center, Minneapolis, Minn., Robert Tyler Davis, 
director of Vizcaya, Miami, and Henri Marceau, associate 
director of the Philadelphia Museum of Art, seventy gener- 
ally very fine pieces were chosen from among the over four 
hundred submitted. 

The high quality of the exhibit as a whole is undoubtedly 
due to the initiative taken by Alan McNab, art advisor to 
the Society of the Four Arts and art director of the Lowe 
Gallery of the University of Miami, in combining the prizes 
offered annually by the two organizations for the best works 
exhibited each year. 

What, in past years, had been two separate and unre- 
lated showings have become one exhibition of stature to be 
displayed successively in each gallery. The Four Arts exhibit 
lasts through April 4. The combined annual show then moves 
to Miami, opening on April 15 to run through May 4. 

Nearly every trend in contemporary art is represented 
in the exhibition with a predominance of abstract art. Non- 
figurative painting comes in a close second. However, the 
jury has been broadly eclectic and has, with what seems 
remarkable fairness, judged the works submitted on the 
basis of their intrinsic merits rather than because of any 
predilection for a particular idiom. 

Forty-four works shown belong to Floridian artists, twelve 
coming from the Palm Beaches. 

The first prize for oils, granted in memory for Mr. and 
Mrs. William H. Donner, was awarded to Seymour Drum- 
levitch for his vibrant “Campanile,” with its structures of 
color and line building up an impression of power around 
areas of repose in a rich atmosphere of resonant color.

What amounts to the second prize of the joint annual | 
is another original and excellent innovation conceived by 
Alan McNab: The Lowe Gallery award entitles the winner 
to a one-man show at the Lowe Gallery in the course of the 
succeeding year. Here is, perhaps, one of the most satisfac- 
tory means of encouraging an artist that could be devised. 
Further, it places the problem of selecting artists for exhibi- 
tion on a fair and competitive basis. 


The Lowe Gallery award has been given to William Edward 
Parker for his “Bay Street Facade,” a slightly tentative 
canvas. Parker, judging by this single work, has been 
strongly influenced by Graham Sutherland. His forms are 
not derived, as are those of the British artist, from forms 
of nature. However, in this piece derived from an architec- 
tural theme, Parker appears to feel some difficulty in freeing 
himself from the Sutherland syllabary. His later one-man 
show will demonstrate just how justified this feeling is. 
In any event “Bay Street Facade” is a warm work, dynami- 
cally composed. 


The Channing Hare award, combined with an honorable 
mention, went to a colorful and lightly active oil, “Transi- 
tion,” by Stanley Bate. This handsome work is an orchestra- 
tion, in predominantly light tones on a darker ground, of 
advancing, receding and merging forms of considerable 
though quiet power. Anything but vociferous, this statement 
has much depth of thought and exhibits many resources of 
composition. 

Another honorable mention was awarded to an im- 
pressively large work by George S. Greene, “Midnight in the 
Garden,” a possibly ambiguous title with religious connota- 
tions. This work, breaking light into patterns of vibrant 
impermanence, the transitory caught in a sudden rippling 
of time and arrested for our contemplation, suggests — one 
assumes, consciously —the changing patterns of moonlight 
broken up by a breeze-blown foliage. Somehow the large

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canvas seems designed as a ceiling rather than as an easel 
picture. As such it would be a most inspiring piece. 

The third honorable mention for oils belongs to Bruce 
Currie’s “Table with Plant.’? The muted harmonies of the 
very satisfying composition give an impression of powerful 
repose, neither static nor simply decorative. A number of 
hazards lie in the way of an artist working in this idiom. 
Currie seems to have escaped from nearly all of them. In a 
language of deliberate understatement the artist has com- 
posed a pleasing composition of lasting merit. 

For her canvas “The City,” Frances Field received the 
fourth honorable mention. This important little work is an 
arresting evocation of the mystery of tiered urban life, 
revealed by lights shimmering in the shadows and just as 
equally reticent: revelation, as the question mark of an 
enigma, suggesting an unseen order, hiding the key by which 
the accidental of appearance is resolved into meaning and 
purpose comprehended. As an exercise in composition this 
work is quite brilliant and very far from shallow. 

The Oscar E. Dooly award for watercolors and first 
prize has been granted to Minerva Walker Goldsmith for her 
“Herd at Night” remarkably near her prize winning entry 
at the Palm Beach Art League’s 36th Annual exhibit. 

A first honorable mention for water media was awarded 
Miamian Richard Veit for his delightful ‘Eine Kleine Bop- 
musik No. 8.”’ Veit uses a very personal idiom of recurrence, 
harmonic or dissonant, color dissolving and reappearing into 
animated structures of change and vibrancy. As a study in 
arrangement and rearrangement ruled by logic on themes 
of patterned whimsy this is a highly successful piece. 

Another honorable mention for watercolors singles out 
Palm Beach artist Riccardo Magni for his ‘‘East Side, New 
York.” Magni’s poetic gift of using reality as a springboard 
towards softer forms is expressed again in this delicate paper. 

An honorable mention in sculpture was awarded to ‘The 
First Prophet,’ by Ralph N. Hurst of Tallahassee, Florida. 
Suggested interpretation of a form implicit in the natural 
appearance of the material selected, this consciously primi- 
tive piece seems beaten by the tides of time. 

One would wish to review in detail the many merits of 
other works assembled in this colorful and frequently im- 
pressive exhibition. Especially sought out at the preview 
were the oils of Palm Beach artists Channing Hare, and Ger- 
trude Schweitzer, and the water colors of Patrick Archer,

CO), Seminole Indians of Glorida, 


maintaining a precarious balance between their traditional 
customs, language and dress dating from the turn of the 
nineteenth century and the ever-increasing inroads of modern 
civilization, have contributed much to the Florida scene. 


Musical Apalachicola, a town and river in Florida, means 
people residing on the other side or shore in Seminole. Perkily 
named Apopka, a town and lake near Orlando, means potato 
eating people. In addition to the musical and amusing in 
Seminole language, the speech itself is so difficult of trans- 
lation that the United States Army often used Seminole 
words in secret codes during World War II. 

Chillocatatchee, for instance, means horse creek in 
Seminole. Ecofina is earth or natural bridge. Itchepucke- 
sassa, a Florida river, means tobacco field, Mattlacha Pass 
is translated to warrior’s assistant and Okefenokee Swamp 
means, to the Seminoles, shaking water. A fort is, in their 
language, Tohopekaliga and Wimico is chief water. Welaka 
is tide or intermittent spring and Okaloosa is black water. 
It is little wonder even crack decoding experts in foreign 
lands could not do much with Seminole. 

The name Seminole means “separatists” in Seminole. 
The people of the present tribe mostly descended from early 
Creek Indians of Georgia, and the Yemassees, their slaves. 
During their bloody history the Seminoles have fought prac-

tically every other faction in Florida, and often with moral 
right on their side. In 1832, when notified they were to 
be moved to western reservations and separated from the 
Maroons (their slaves or allies of negro blood, runaway 
slaves and their descendants) they erupted in rebellion 
against the edict and fought the war that has never been 
settled. It was agreed between the Seminoles and white 
authorities that Maroons who had been among their Indian 
friends long enough to speak the Seminole language would 
go west with the Indians. Here, again, the difficult Seminole 
language proved a test. 


Negotiations and skirmishes dragged the date of de- 
parture of the Seminole for his promised lands in the west 
until the 1840’s. By 1842 a total of 2,833 of the Indians 
were resettled in western lands; by 1851 some 11,702 had 
been forced or persuaded to migrate. Of these 4,000 died in 
transit. Forty million dollars had been spent by the United 
States government, and from 1500 to 3000 soldiers had lost

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their lives. A remnant band of 150 Indians remained in the 
Everglades and nothing would induce them to leave. 

By 1941 three Indian reservations in Florida held more 
than 500 Seminoles, all under the jurisdiction of the Seminole 
Indian Agency in Dania. Independent Seminole’s lives were 
being affected by drainage and timbering operations in the 
glades. The wildlife on which they subsisted and the water 
holes they had used vanished. Great fires swept the glades 
area, furthering damage until the Seminoles still living there 
were, in many instances, suffering from lack of food and 
water. Reservation life became a matter of necessity for 
most of the hardy people. 

The first official recognition ever given the United 
States by the Seminoles occurred on May 25, 1938, when a 
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group of Indians met agents of the U. S. Government deep 
in the Everglades, for talks about the future of the tribe. 
Upon learning they could have schools, hospitals and com- 
munity buildings without giving up cherished tribal ways. 
and dress, the Indian leaders advised their people to accept 
United States aid. 

Richard Osceola, who spoke for eighty tribesmen at the 
1938 meeting, had been worried about the effect of white 
man’s choice of life for his people with particular reference 
to their mode of dressing. Being reassured about keeping 
their traditional clothing was a big point with these strongly 
communal people. 

The women and most of the children continue to wear 
traditional flowing robes, pounds of beads and significant 
hairstyles, but some of the men and young people are break- 
ing away. Shoppers in West Palm Beach frequently have 
seen a Seminole mother in tribal garb accompanied by a 
teen-age daughter in blue-jeans, boy’s loose shirt with tails 
flying, bobby socks and scuffed saddle oxfords. The old and 
the new were never more dramatically illustrated than in 
this dark-skinned, dark haired pair. 

The intricacy of design to be found in the dress of 
Seminole women is amazing when first beheld by those 
accustomed to modern dress. Their long, full skirts are made 
of hundreds of pieces of bright colored materials sewed 
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They start very young in a Seminole village, to learn the manly art of subduing 
alligators. Naturally a small boy is given a small ‘gator for practice, but even a 
small ’gator has big teeth. 
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together in wondrous designs. There is usually a cape of 
solid color material extending to just below the waist. With 
the amount of sewing done on these costumes it is little 
wonder nearly every Seminole community member considers 
the sewing machine as an article to be venerated. The shirts 
of the men, even after they have taken to trousers as lower 
garments, remain the brilliantly colored, cleverly executed 
affairs of long ago. 

These costumes are considered works of art by most 
of the people who examine them. Roy Nash, special commis- 
sioner for Indian affairs, spoke of a Seminole skirt which 
contained 44 bands of color between waist and hem. “It 
sounds horrible,” he said, “but actually it is a magnificent 
thing of barbaric splendor.” 
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The beads and beadwork done by the Seminoles for their 
personal adornment, and for sale as part of their income, is 
fabulous. Some of the women wear string after string of 
heavy beads extending from chin to shoulders, weighing in 
the neighborhood of twenty-five pounds. They are taken off 
only for retiring at night. Made of a porcelain composition, 
the beads are an expression of the wearer’s taste and imag- 
ination. Colors are sometimes mixed on one string, or several. 
strings of the same color may be worn together forming 
solid bands of that color among bands of other colors. 

A Seminole baby girl receives a string of beads at birth, 
but no clothes of her own, according to informed sources, 
until several days later. As boys and girls are dressed differ- 
ently from birth, the clothing for an infant is made by female 
relatives after the sex is determined. Layettes in pink and 
blue have no place in the life of a Seminole infant. During 
the early life of a girl of the tribe, she receives beads and 
strings of beads as presents, until she has quite an accumu- 
lation, then when she grows older, she begins to give them 
away to younger female relatives, for their adornment. 

The men’s belts are wide and beautifully adorned. 
Usually made of fine brown or black leather, they are deco- 
rated with silver tracing, turquoise or beadwork and elabo- 
rate fobs are attached. When cowboy hats are worn, they 
have elaborately beaded bands. 
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The sale of decorated pottery contributes to the incomes of Seminoles at the Dania 
reservation. They are shown decorating their wares in community effort outside 
a chikee.

Seminole braves are strong and agile, as with this kind of sport they have to be 
to stay whole. Alligator wrestling is a great attraction at the several Indian 
villages around Miami. 
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' AUTICAL TERMS, so comforting to the seafaring man, 
IN can be an intense pain in the neck to the landlubber 
who stubs his toe on a companionway ladder and 
doesn’t even have the right name to call it in his imprecations. 
He might even call it a stairway, when the total effect would 
be lost, plus the fact that the injured party would have to 
endure insulting glances from captain and crew members who 
heard the misnomer. 

A short glossary of nautical terms always calls down 
upon the writer’s head the wrath of hair-splitting “‘sea law- 
yers” whose extensive knowledge brooks no abridging of ex- 
planation. At the risk of their wrath and for the possible 
benefit of landsmen guests on board a yacht, new yacht own- 
ers, and even long-time owners who have left sea language to 
their crews, a few terms will be forthcoming. There is no 
need to explain skeg, stuffing box and stopwater to the casual 
sea-goer. They belong to the special segment of the population 
who manufacture, sell, repair or sail yachts. 


However, it might be well to memorize bow and stern, 
port and starboard. Bow is the fore part of a boat; stern is 
behind. Facing the bow of a yacht, port is the left side; star- 
board (pronounced starb’d) is the right. When one point of 
a boat is farther aft (back) than another, the rear point is 
said to be abaft. When an object lies on a parallel to the keel 
(bottom of the boat) it is said to be fore-and-aft. At right 
angles, an object is athwartships. 

Amidships is just about self-explanatory. It refers either 
to an object in the line of the keel, midway between the 
sides, or something midway between bow and stern. Over- 
head, as the mast, is aloft; and the insides of the ship, below 
the top deck, is simply below. 

If he has not yet fallen overboard from the weight of 
his newly acquired knowledge, the nautical novice is not “in 
the ship or on the ship” he is aboard or on board. If he is in 
the wheelhouse, he will be bright eyed with anticipation of the 
new terms he will meet. Oddly enough, he will find that the 
steering wheel is a steering wheel on a yacht, as in a car, and 
the windshield is also a windshield. Somewhere along the 
line during conversation from sail to steam and motor, the 
originators of rich sea-faring language slipped, and failed to 
invent complicated or picturesque names for these objects. 
The only thing he will learn here is that the do-hickey beside 
the steering wheel is a binnacle, but that dates back beyond 
steam and motor. 

A buttock is the rounded part of the boat’s stern, and 
the hull is the principal structure of the boat. Cabins, deck- 
houses and the rest of the upper structure are superstructure. 
The taffrail is that railing along the back (stern), over which 
the unwary may fall. Scuppers (and isn’t that a lovely, 
piratical term?) are the holes permitting water to run over- 
board from decks and cockpits. Coamings are vertical mem- 
bers around cockpits and hatches to prevent water on deck 
from running into the innards. 
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Those protruding members on deck over which the land- 
lubber is forever tripping are cleats and bitts, and they are 
ied through chocks. The forecastle is the foremost compart- 
ment in the bow, and is naturally pronounced fo’c’s’], with a 
fine, salty twist of the lips. To be able to say fo’c’s’] correctly, 
and know whereof he speaks, adds a roll to the gait of even 
the confirmed terra firma addict, who merely comes aboard 
a friend’s yacht for a drink. 


Berths and bunks are beds, on a yacht, and lockers are 
closets and chests. In the locker, good sailors do not pack, 
they stow. It should make a thunderous impression on the 
crew when the new owner says, without even pointing, 
“Stow that gear in the locker amidships.” 


When a boat is moving through the water, it (she, al- 
ways) is under way. Moving forward, she is making head- 
way, traveling in reverse, she is making sternway, though 
it seems simpler to say she is backing up. The disturbed 
water behind her progress, when she is making headway, is 
the wake. She scuds when she runs before a gale and grounds 
when she touches bottom, then is aground. 


A rope is a rope, on board the yacht, but it is also a 
line. Hawsers are heavy lines and heaving lines are light 
ropes with a knot or weight on them. Of course, to throw is 
to heave and the knot which encloses the weight at the end 
of a heaving line is a monkey’s fist. The line by which a boat 
is made fast to her mooring is a pennant, but some of the 
flags flying aloft are also pennants, so the non-nautical may 
have some justification in calling the whole thing off, and 
continuing to call hood ends “plank ends” and companion- 
ways “‘stairs.”’

N A PALM BEACH ART SEASON that has offered many 
ww diverse events, retrospectives of importance such as 

the Modigliani show at the Society of the Four Arts, 
that of Graham Sutherland and Henry Moore or the Marsden 
Hartley comprehensive showing at the Norton Gallery of 
Art, vivid exhibits of local talents and noteworthy or memor- 
able annual shows, the Worth Avenue Gallery has provided 
within its sphere valuable revelations of living or lasting art. 

The Andre Tellier exhibition, among all these events, 
takes on a special significance: Tellier has never been shown 
in this country before. In France his works have been bought 
up by private collectors to the extent that no one-man show 
could ever be arranged. 

The Worth Avenue Gallery in bringing together for this 
showing an impressive number of Tellier’s paintings and 
gouaches has, thus, scored an international “first.’’ This

might be interesting or ironic. In view of the quality of the 
Tellier statements, however, this “‘first’’ appears as an event 
of genuine importance, as well. 

There is permanence in Andre Tellier’s idiom. With 
hardly an exception his works feel definitive: What it seemed 
important to the artist to say has been said with assurance 
in a mixture of illumined wonder and peaceful contemplation. 

Andre Tellier is an objective painter in the sense that he 
does not seek—consciously—to paint himself into his works. 
His is the eye, his the selective judgment and the sensitive 
perception by which these works come into being. Beyond 
this Tellier does not ‘‘impose” himself upon his audience. One 
feels his humility in every piece. One also cannot remain 
indifferent to his restrained fervor. 

Gifted with a perceptiveness of the romantic, Tellier 
does not superimpose upon his vision the contrivances of the

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romantic. With a very special lucidity of understanding cer- 
tain essentials of external reality impress him particularly: 
these he translates with great acuity. One does not, however, 
sense the remotest attempt at manipulation in order to pur- 
chase a distinctive “Tellier” touch. 

Tellier is a poet and a visionary of atmosphere, crystal- 
clear in its fluidity, the very substance of distance. With 
abundant technical resources, some of them most personal, 
the artist manages, in nearly every one of his compositions, 
to create not the thought but the sensation of distance. 

Equaliy removed from Claude Lorrain’s or Turner’s 
concept of hazy depths or the Cezanne middle distance 
approach to even the remoter planes in a landscape, Tellier 
seems to take the spectator on the giant steps of progress 
towards friendly horizons of mystery. 

Even when his compositions propose limited perspectives 
to the onlooker, this feeling of the stages of distance remains 
powerful and constant. 

Tellier frequently takes us on flights above the land- 
scapes of his predilection, where land merges into peaceful 
seas or hills merge into plains patterned by the labor of man 
into a geometry of discovery. 

For Tellier is a revealer. He sees, he translates and he 
inspires us to see the meaning in the structure of this world 
of ours: the solidity of his world of progression derives from 
the structural feeling of what lies below its surface, the 
articulated organization that insures its stability. 

His seas have romance, appeal and mystery, they are 


not raging, tossed nor theatrically romantic. Their power 
and attraction is all the greater. As Tellier does not let him- 
self be tempted to become vociferous so also these seas remain 
subdued and draw the mind and the eye to horizons which 
they do not obscure. 


It is always an attractive game to seek to forecast the 
future line of development of a younger painter. In the case 
of Andre Tellier this is not easy. For one thing there is the 
definitive impression one derives from most everything he 
paints. There is hardly ever in a Tellier painting and only 
slightly more frequently in his gouches the impression that 
what has been stated could have been said in another way by 
the painter. 


Moreover, there are few intimations of any impending 
revolutions within his completed works. The vision is inspired, 
the means exactly selected to communicate the vision: each 
statement appears complete and destined to last. 


For Tellier, then, what is the next step? Were one to 
presume a forecast it would be in the direction of a broaden- 
ing of the fields in which Tellier exercises his gift of vision 
rather than in any change in the vision which the artist has 
developed into a highly specialized gift. 


Only one portrait in the exhibit suggests Tellier’s 
response to man. One looks forward to what might develop 
were he to search out the horizons of the soul with the same 
perceptiveness he brings to the contemplation of the horizons 
of land and pearl-like seas.

HEIR PALM BEACH FRIENDS can easily count the num- 
Ww ber of times they see Mr. and Mrs. George Wendell 

Phillips at the social functions where they used to be 
among the most popular host and hostess or guests in years 
past. Since the Phillips discovered the happy usefulness of 
life in the country on their “Rainbow Ranch,” society has 
suffered considerable loss. 


What started as a wartime measure of growing food for 
their country’s needs has developed into a whole way of life 
for Mr. and Mrs. Phillips, their son and grandson, George 
Wendell Phillips III. Comfortably ensconced in their spacious 
house, surrounded by one hundred acres of fruit trees and 
prize horticultural specimens, busy with the thousand and 
one details of a growing operation, they are well content with 
life ‘fon the Trail.” 

In 1948 Mr. and Mrs. Phillips bought the hundred acre 
spread of virgin land on North Military Trail near Lake 
Park. Everything needed to be done before a vegetable or 
fruit tree could be cultivated; or livestock raised. The land 
was rather low, as is much of Palm Beach County off the 
coastal ridge. It had to be ditched, diked and rendered dry 
enough for growing purposes. It had to be surveyed, fenced, 
cleared, irrigated for dry weather and the soil enriched in 
the portions that were not muck but plain old sand. 


Beneath the soil, sometimes as close to the surface as 
twelve inches, the Phillips found that heartbreaking, back- 
breaking problem of the Florida farmer, hardpan. Having 
broken through hardpan by digging or blasting and rendered 
it hors de combat with shell rock, the Phillips planted young 
fruit trees and an extensive vegetable garden. The trees 
began to thrive, only to be, in many instances, carried miles 
away by hurricanes; or popped out of the ground by high 
water. Vegetables began to show their tender heads and give 
proimse of future harvests, only to be eaten back to the 
ground by stray livestock, apparently attracted from the 
far corners of the county through a livestock grapevine that 
advertised the luscious vegetables growing on Rainbow 
Ranch. 

Help was hard to get and tractor parts virtually unob- 
tainable. Storms disrupted the far-flung electric lines and

No wild growth are the guava trees on ‘“‘Rainbow Ranch,” but fine varieties 
To protect fruit trees from wind damage, cunninghamia pines were planted. with large fruit. 
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mosquitoes ganged up with deer flies to obtain the last drops 
of blood in bodies foolhardy enough to invade their virgin 
premises. Brush fires swept across the acreage and snakes 
hated to yield the right-of-way. 


Just as the most troublesome child is often the dearest 
to his parents, the Rainbow Ranch’s troublesome acres be- 
came increasingly precious to the Phillips. Instead of retreat- 
ing from their battles with nature, Mr. and Mrs. Phillips not 
only increased their pressure on nature to yield to their 
wishes, but built a home on the place and settled there. 


In the years since their war-time pioneering they have 
suffered setbacks, but they have gained glorious victories, 
too. 

Rainbow Ranch, however, has been won from the Ever- 
glades. Twenty-seven acres are planted in mangoes. On peach 
and turpentine mango rootstock the Phillips have grafted 
several varieties of outstanding fruit. The Kent mango, for 
instance, is larger than a Hayden. Edwards is a French 
mango, with little color but marvelous flavor and the Zill, 
smaller than the Hayden, with delicious flavor, ships easily 
because of its small size. The ever-popular Hayden is included 
among their plantings. 

Black Surinam cherries and vitex are grown for hedge 
and background work, as well as the superior fruit of the 
cherries. Ruby-red grapefruit so tasty it needs no sugar, but 
can be eaten out of the hand like an orange covers twenty- 
odd acres with close to six hundred trees. 


Five acres of lemons, including the extraordinary Pon- 
derosa lemons, larger than ordinary grapefruit, are culti- 
vated along with five acres of guavas of several outstanding 
stocks. 

Windbreaks of cunninghamia pine and melaleucas had 
to be planted to keep some of the strong winds from blowing 
fruit away. The close ranks of trees also furnish nesting 
places for the birds that assist in bug control. 


Approximately six acres are reserved for the fine plant 
nursery, three acres of it in slathouses with overhead 
sprinkler systems. In the nursery are delightful varieties of 
hibiscus, beautiful bahia trees and oleander, rare exotic 
tropicals and sub-tropical plants. 

A tremendous undertaking is Rainbow Ranch, the more 
so because Mr. and Mrs. Phillips turned their back on a life 
of ease and convenience in Palm Beach to bring forth a 
paradise of country living and a commercial enterprise that 
few persons would have the courage to carry through to 
fruitful completion.
